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SUMMARY 

The claim that education in Slno-Soviet friendship during SSF Month has "laid a 
firm foundation for future activities" indicates that active Rue si animation measures 
will continue. This is more apparent in broadcast recording’s by ten proalnent 
Russians made in Moscow for rebroadcast to the Chinese Dec. 7 , 8, and 9 "as part 
of SSF Month," which was supposed to end Deo. 6. The announcement is careful to 
state that these recordings were "requested" by the Chinese. A dlreot admission 4 
that SSF Month enthusiasm was low in some quarters blames "intellectual elements" 
for the deviation, but explains that quick action by Party officials prevented 
a spread of the attitude. Indications that the Chinese are aware that SSF Month 
is merely an effort to Russianize China are seen in new though unconvincing 
attenpts to prove that the USSR celebrates SSF Month with equal enthusiasm. 

Crltlolsm of cadres for overestimating the buying power of peasants; announced 
changes In foreign exchange rates; talk of trade with Canada; and praise of 
Russian experts for making use of low-grade ooal, all Indicate that the eahargo 
la having Its effects. New reports of counterrevolutionary activities also are 
heard. 

Unusual efforts by the Tlhua radio to laud accomplishments of PLA units In fllnklang, 
whsrs large numbers of aoldlera are stationed, strengthens the ausplolon there has 
been frlotlon between these unite and the looal population. 

No ohangs In propaganda lines is noted, but domestic broadcasts seem to pleoe 
mors stress on happenings In non-Communlst nations and Ohlnaae relatione with 
these oountrles. Though Japanese in China are said to be happy and prosperous, 
if they desire repatriation China will offer no opposition. However, It Is 
pointed out that many of the Japanese are "war criminals" ssrvlng prison tsrmi. 
Broadcasts concerning Bangkok handling of Ohlnsso Oomunlete ars belligerent, 
while considerable attention Is given to stressing American and British weaknesses, 
and frlotlon bstwaan ths two oountrlss. 
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
